! tonal, and o n e of the 'Presbyterian 
; Board and it is especially at the la t­ 
ter that I ani visiting, for it is the 
station occupied by Rev. Alexander 
Cunningham of Murrayville, and so 
widely and popularly known all over 
Morgan county and vicinity. 
He h a s 
relatives in Jacksonville and m a n y 
| other parts, all of whom will be glad 
to hear directly of him aud ills work. 
Mr. Cunningham and his faithful 
J wife, whom he met at the norm al 
j college and w h o was a resident 
of 
I Danville, IU., came to China in 1890, 
and the time will lie well rem em ber­ 
e d by many in our city and vicinity.
